From Washington 


Maine’s weatherization assistance 
program for elderly and low-income 
residents is at a crucial stage. 
State officials have expressed the 
hope that all remaining homes el- 
igible for repair—nearly 40,000— 
can be completed by the end of 
1983. This is a realistic goal, but 
not an easily attainable one. The 
Department of Enengy must as- 
sure Maine, as well as other states 
that funds will continue to flow 
freely. 

I fully support the continued 
‘funding of this important conser- 
vation program. ‘Studies have 
shown that it is possible to de- 
crease energy use in the U. S. by 
20%, simply by using straighfor- 
ward conservation methods. With- 
out conservation, particularly ener- 
gy effic:rnt repairs around the 
home, aiwllions of barrels of oil 
will be carelessly consumed. 

The Northeast-Midwest Institute 
estimates that home weatheriza- 
tion can cut household fuel con- 
sumption by 30%. For low income 
families or those on fixed incomes, 
this would mean that more money 
would be available to devote to 
other necessities. It also would 
permit the government to reduce 
its energy assistance payments. In 
home weatherization, we have a 
government program that pays div- 
idends in many ways. Scarce oil 
is conserved, individuals gain a 
greater sense of independence be- 
cause of budget savings, and ever 
increasing government payinents 
are reduced. 

In Maine 17,000 homes have 

been weatherized statewide. The 
state has already received $6 mil- 
lion for continued work through 
1981. However, to reach the pace 
of work necessary to complete 
work on the 40,000 remaining 
homes by 1983, Maine requires 
twice that amount. Although the 
expenditiire remains high, I be- 
lieve the benefits are well worth 
the investment. 
_ While the level of home repair 
has increased to about 600 resi- 
dences a miorith, at least 1,200 
homies would have to be completed 
each month to finish the work by 
1983. 

Maite officials also made a sig- 
nificant and unique policy deci- 
sion when the repair jobs were ex. 
tended to private contractors in 
the state. Many states depend sole- 
ly on CETA workers to carry out 
the home repairs, By including 
private contractors in the program 
the economic vitality of the con- 
struction industry has been streng- 
thented. The Maine program hopes 
tO usa up to 50 contractors state- 
wide as the program continues. 

In addition, Maine has initiated 
a self-help program, Materials can 
be supplied to the homeowner, who 
can complete the work himself if 
he wishes, or he can receive on 
the job training in completing the 
work at his home. It is this kind 
of initiative that makes a program 
responsive to both the needs of 
individuals arid the local economy. 

Maitie’s weatherization program 
continues to be a model for other 
states to emulate. I intend to watch 
very closely tha progress of this 
program through 1981,

the Bethe] Savings Bank. An arti- 
cle was in the Citizen last week 
concerning the questions brought 
up at the meeting, Following are 
other questions that were not an- 
swered last week. 


(1) Do you look to the future 
when you plan a water main ex- 
tension or other water related 
work? i 

Yes, the materials used are in 
accordance wilh the standards of 
the American Water Works Asso- 
ciation and are of a quality that 
will assure their use for many 
years to come. 

Whenéver a main extension is 
considered, future development as 
wel] as the potential for fire protec- 
tion are used as a factor in sizing 
the main, : 

Next year the Water District 
will replace two of the older hy- 
drants with new ones; a new water 
main is planned for West Bethei 
to replace a line that frequently 
breaks. The new line will be 8” 
Ductile Iron and will meet present 
as wel] as future demands. These 
are a few of the projects to be 
done in conjunction with the on- 
going preventive maintenance and 
upgrade programs, 

(2) What is the increase in 


-postage to have separate water 


bills? 

The increase in postage is $120 
a year, ; 

(3) Why was it necessary to re- 
locate the fire hydrant on Main St.? 

The hydrant was moved back 77’ 
to facilitate the sidewalk reloca- 
tion and drain project done by 
the town. At the time this project 
was done the District installed a 
1980 hydrant which meets proper 
insurance standards. 

(4) What can be done to keep 
the water rates down? 

Conserve. The average family 
should use about 1,200 ecu. ft. 
(9,000 gallons) of water/quarter or 
about 100 cu. ft. (750 gallons) of 
water/week. If you use more than 
this amount there may be a leak 
in the plumbing of your house, 
such as a leaking faucet or toilet. 
A 1/16 of an inch leak will amount 
to 9,850 cu. ft. of water wasted, 
but that wil] add to your water 
bill. Water District personnel will 
be glad to inspect your home for 
possible leaks. ; 

Unfortunately, there are costs 
factors beyond the control of in- 
dividual customers, 

The Bethel Water District is in 
a Situation where it has historic 
debt which must be paid back, cur- 
rent demands and main mainten- 
ance, state and federal regulations 
and capital work which must be 
done. The system is old. most of 
the main lines ‘have been in ser- 
vice since 1890 or the early 1900's. 
All of this in conjunction with in- 
flation makes it impossible to stop 
or reverse the increasing expen- 
ses of the Water District. 

(5) Is it cheaper to be on a 
private well or on: town water? 

The cost of an artesian well, 
pump, maintenance (replacement 
of some parts), and electricity most 
likely will exceed the $80.00/year 
the average Water District custom- 
er pays.

The Week in 
Washington

Now that the heating season is 
upon wus, Maine citizens will be 
seeking ways to meet rising home 
heating costs and to conserve heat- 
ing fuel. 

In recent years the Congress has 
enacted a number of programs to 
help those faced with increased 
heating costs. For Maine's elderly 
and low income families, a fuel 
assistance program atid a weath- 
erization program have been de- 
veloped. For middle-income Am- 
ericans, the federal tax law hag 
‘been changed to encourage energy 
conservation. 

The low income fuel assistance 
program is designed to ‘help re- 
tirees living on fixed incomes and 
families whose excessive fuel bills 
may force them to choose between 
heating and eating. The Maine 
Community Services Administra- 
tion estimates that about 70,000 
families will be served under this 
year’s program, To detérmine if 
you are eligible for assistarice and 
for further information you may 
contact the Crisis Assistance Ag- 
ency at this toll-free number: 1-800- 
452-4617, 

The Community Services Admin- 
tration also has received grants 
from the Department of Energy to 
help low-income families weather. 
ize their homes. This program is 
particularly helpful because it aids 
families by reducing thelr home 
heating needs over the long term, 
rather than assisting with one sea. 
son’s heating bill. Presently, there 
are 40,000 households eligible for 
the weatherization program in 
Maine, The Community Services 
Admiristration hopes to weatherize 
approximately 1200 of these hommes 


per month. In fact, the program’s 
goal over the next three years is to 
weatherize enough homes so that 
the program is no longer needed.

Middle-income Ameéricans may 
want to take advantage of recent 
changes in the federal tax law de. 
signed to encourage energy con- 
servation expenditures. For in- 
stance, the Energy Tax Act of 1978 
perniits tax credits for investment 
in energy conservation devices in- 
cluding: instlation; furnace ef- 
ficiency improvements; clock ther- 
mostats; storm windows and doors;

resources of Sandwich Notch.”
